Prof. Albert A. Michelson of the 
University of Chicago will make an an- 
nouncement before the National Acad- 
emy of Science at Philadelphia today 
which represents the results of a life- 
time of research and which will affect, 
n ways hardly measurable now, the 
efforts of scientists to sound the depths 
of the universe, both the infinite and 
the infinitesimal. 

His statement will be merely that 
light travels at the rate of „796 
kilometers per second. 

The old rate, as used in close scien- 
tific research, had been established at 
299,860 kilometers a second, or 64 
kilometers more than that determined 


in every text book and even in the lat- 
est treatises on the nature of the uni 
verse, will now have to be tossed aside 
and new calculations begun. Astrono 
mers, physicists, even philosophers, 
will have to overhaul the thought 
structures which they have built and 
reshape them to a new Michelson 
world. 
Light Speed Is Constant. 

The possibilities of this final state- 
ment on the speed of light by Prof. 
Michelson are apparent when it is re- 
called that it was on previous experi- 
ments in light behavior that Dr. Al- 
bert Einstein of Berlin based his theo- 
ory of relativity.
